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PREFACE 



This little book is published in the hope that it may 
facilitate the work of composition in first and second 
year Spanish classes. The exercises are grouped under 
three heads. Parts I and II were prepared by Professor 
A. R. Marsh, and used by him, in his courses at Harvard 
University, with excellent results. To these portions of 
the book I have added (i) foot-notes with references to 
Ramsey's Text Book of Modern Spanish^ (2) a vocabulary, 
and (3) a third part comprising exercises modelled upon 
selected passages of Alarcdn's El Capitdn Veneno (pub- 
lished by D. C. Heath & Co.). It is intended that the 
student, having before him the original Spanish text, shall 
translate the English text of Part III without having 
recourse to a dictionary. The efficacy of this system of 
translation has been amply proved by the success of 
Professor C. H. Grandgent's Italian and French composi- 
tion books. In the near future, I hope to apply it more 
largely in another set of exercises based upon some good 
Spanish texts. As Part II — and this may be said particu- 
larly of the extracts from Macaulay and Burke — is much 
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more difficult than Parts I and III, the student had best 
not attempt it, until he has translated I and III. 

My obligations to Professor Marsh are evident, since I 
owe him more than half the material of this book. I am 
deeply grateful to him and to Professor P. B. Marcou, who, 
in the compilation of the notes and vocabulary, has aided 
me with many valuable suggestions.

Few modern authors have attained greater reputation 
than * the Spaniard PeVez Galdds. Belonging to that group 
of novelists who call themselves realists, he has been able 
to 2 avoid the worst defects of this style. He does not 
indeed Jfry to give the color of romance to what he writes; 
on the contrary he requires that every detail should come 8 
from the real life and customs of the various classes of 
Spanish society. He does not, however, depict that soci- 
ety after 4 the style of Zola, as if it were wholly brutalized. 
He shows us violent passions, often fierce and even brutal 
in their effects; but they are not the passions that belong 
to the animal part of man. He prefers to 2 describe those 
higher passions, which exercised with wisdom and measure 
make man most noble, though they may, when unre- 
strained, bringyus to destruction, physical and moral.

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We 1 Americans, when we read a book like Doha Per- ^ 
fecta* find it strange that nowadays such violence of re-

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character of the chief personage. Our manner of looking 
at things is altogether different, however, from that of the 
inhabitants of the small towns of Spain. Our practical 
genius has had the effect of maintaining, as a general rule, 
the solidarity of our whole country. The villager is in 
constant communication with the great cities; and this 
has resulted in a quick transmission of new ideas. Of 
course, 6 this does not mean that the farmer reads* as many 
books, or, has* as many opinions as the lawyer and tl>e 
doctor. But it does signify 7 that the latter rarely find 
themselves thinking in a way 8 completely foreign to that 
of the former. If we had lived up to now t as backward as 
Spain in material things, we should find among ourselves 
the same spiritual difficulties.

The 18th 1 of May, 1804, there was reestablished in 
France a monarchical government, already prepared for 2 
by the military dictatorship. Napoleon Bortaparte as- 
cended the throne, with the title, Napoleon I, emperor of 
the French. Europe then* ceased to* fear the hostilities 
of a war of principles; but this was followed by* a war of 
ambition, since the new emperor was as dangerous to the 
independence of the nations, as the Convention had been 
to thrones. At that time the celebrated Pitt rose to the 
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English ministry, and in his eagerness to provoke a new 
European coalition against France, he did not fail to in- 
volve Spain as well as the other nations of Europe. In the 
case of Spain, he did this by excessive demands, which* 
ended in war. The French endeavored to help their 
allies, but in the battle of Trafalgar the fleets of both 
nations were destroyed by the English under Nelson.

No one who has been in southern Spain during the 
spring and summer can forget the romantic charm of the 
nights.

It happened, you know, Sir, that the great contests for 
freedom in this country were, from the earliest times, 
chiefly upon the question of taxing. Most 1 of the contests 
in the ancient commonwealths turned primarily on a the 
right of election of 8 magistrates, or on the balance among 
the several orders* of the state. The question of money 
was not with 5 them so immediate. But in England it was 
otherwise. On this point of taxes the ablest pens and 
most eloquent tongues have been exercised, the greatest 
spirits have acted and suffered. In order to give the fullest 
satisfaction concerning 6 the importance of this point, it 
was not only necessary for 7 those who in argument 8 
defended the excellence of the English Constitution to 
insist on this privilege of granting money as a 9 dry point 
of fact, and to prove that the right had been acknowl- 
edged 10 in ancient parchments and blind usage to reside 11 
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in a certain body called a House of Commons; they went 
much farther: they attempted to prove, and they suc- 
ceeded, 12 that in theory it ought to be so, from the partic- 
ular nature of a House of Commons, as an 9 immediate

We are not sure that 1 there is 2 in the whole history of 
the human intellect so strange a phenomenon 8 as this 
book. Many of the greatest men that ever lived have 
written biography. Boswell was one of the smallest men 
that ever lived, and he has beaten them all. 4 He was, if 
we are to give any credit to his own account or to the 
united testimony of all who knew him, a man of the 
meanest and feeblest intellect Johnson described him as 
a fellow who had missed his only chance of immortality by 
not having been alive when the Dunciad was written 6 
Beauclerk used his name as a proverbial expression for a 
bore. He was the laughing-stock of the whole of that 
brilliant society which has owed to him the greater part of 
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its fame. He was always laying himself at the feet of some 
eminent man, and begging to be spit 6 upon and trampled 
upon.

All the caprices of his temper, all the illusions of his 
vanity, all his hypochondriac whimsies, all his castles in 
the air, he displayed with a cool self-complacency, a per- 
feet unconsciousness that 1 he was making a fool of himself, 
to which it is impossible to find a parallel in the whole his- 
tory of mankind. He has used many people ill ; but assur- 
edly he has used nobody so ill as himself. 

That such a man should have written one of the best 
books in the world is strange enough. 2 But this is not all. 
Many people who have conducted themselves foolishly in 
active life, and whose conversation has indicated no supe- 
rior powers of mind, have left us valuable works. Gold- 
smith was very justly described by. one of his 8 contempo- 
raries as an inspired idiot, and by another as a being 
"Who wrote like an angel, and talked like poor Poll." 
La Fontaine was in society a mere simpleton. His 
blunders would not come in amiss 4 among the stories of 
Hierocles. But these men attained literary eminence in 
spite of their weaknesses. Boswell attained it by reason of 
his weaknesses. If he had not been a great fool, he would 
never have been a great writer.
